Paris, Oct. 28.—Overwhelm- 
ing the police, who tried to step 
them with truncheon Dlows, 
thousands of Communist-led 
French demonstrators tonight 
broke through cordons . in the 
Btoile district in Paris in an at- 
tempt to stop a meeting or- 
ganised for the benefit. of 
“Peoples oppressed Iv the So- 
viet Union.” 

Police and demonstrators = met in 
several snvage scuffles before 
sheer weight of wie crowds 
the police lines, ' 

The demonstrators shouted “De 
Gaulle to prison” and “Ramadicr to 
prison”, and sang the Internationale. 

The demonstration occurred only 
n fow hours after a stormy session 
of the National Assembly, at which 
M. Jneques Duclos, the Communist 
Parlinmentary leader, was told” hy 
the French Premier, M. Poul 
Ramadicr, to provide proof of one 
of his allegations against the Govern- 
ment, or if not, “shut up.” 

. An hour before the scheduled 
opening af the meeting in the Etotle 
district tonight, the demonustraturs 
befan to mass outside the Salle 
Wagram, Reinforced pollee squads 
tried to keep the crowd moving. 
but It became sy dense that it block- 
cd all trafic, and the police had to 
clenr an avenue in the viciuily of 
the hall, 


' TROOPS STAND BY 


Six lorries loaded with combat 
troops carrying rifles and submachine 
guns und wearing steel helmets were 
parked in a nearby side street in 
ens of trouble. 

Prevented from gathering in’ front 
of the hall, the crowd passed at beth 
ends of the block, pressing forward 
agninst the double cordon of police 
and singing the Internationale and 
the Marseillaise. 

Shortly before 9 
demonstrators — broke 
cordons and succeeded 
through, once ugaln massing and 
shouting “De Gaulle to prison’, 
“Down with Fascists”, and “Ramadier 
to prison,” 

As the crowd rushed the police 
the police tricd to stop them 
truncheon__blov bout the 

and upper arms. Several 

seufiies resulied, but sheer welght of 

thousan of demostrators  over- 

whelmed the police and their cor- 

dons pave way without any jfener-

As the crowd massed before the 
Salle Wagram, the Communist Mayor 
of St Denis, wearlng a French tri- 
colour-as un sash, climbed a lamp- 
port and began addressing the crowd. 

In dramatic tones he shouted: 
"The people of Paris have arisen. . . 
There are certain people who would

It was the official Con- 
serwitive amendment to the address 
In’ reply to the King's speech outlin-

Jepislative programme. 


The amendment accused — the 
Government of partisan policies. lack 
of nation: leadership, administra- 
tive Incompetence, ond of giving no 
assurance of measures to meet the 
economic crisis and so relieve the 
“ever increasing 
people.” 


Mr Churchill began in an ironical 
veln. “Last week, the Minister for

Europe. 

These observers point out the 
Communists believe that’ whoever
